Dear Editor 

We now have a government intending to send fewer 
criminals to prison, having done a U-turn from their 
previous robust stance on crime and punishment and 
gone soft on crime just to save money. We are also to 
have major cuts in policing for the same reason. Is this 
what the government means by 'The Big Society’? 
Crime is bound to rise when police numbers fall and 
criminals get off scott free. When I lived in Queens, 
New York, in the 70’s, they used to say to me "better 
watch out, ‘cause the cops ain't coming". Bar Hill is 
already nearly at that point before the cuts, and after 
the cuts it will certainly apply here. Soon Bar Hill 
residents will be forced to set up our own independent 
vigilante force to defend ourselves against criminals.

I would like to reassure residents that the evidence at 
the moment does not support Mr Lucas’s comments. 
The Parish Council has regular crime reports from the 
Police and the evidence shows that there is crime in 
Bar Hill —- in the industrial area, at Tesco’s and 
sometimes at the hotel, but in the residential area — for 
a village of this size — crime is low. 

It is important that if residents are the victims of crime 
they let the Police know: that way the statistics will be 
accurate, and the Police can take action. The Police can’t 
do anything if they are not told about a crime. 

See my article on page 12. If you are concemed about 
crime do go to the meeting - you will find it very 
informative, and vou will have the opportunity to 
question the Police and express any concerns you may 
have.

Dear Bill 

The notice board is going on the grassed area outside 
the Parish Council Office. That area is going to be 
landscaped and the notice board will be part of 
that. Strictly speaking placing advertisements on any 
"street furniture" as it is called (!!) is fly posting and 
classed as anti-social behaviour. The reason I have 
mentioned the spine path is because that is part of the 
PC's jurisdiction. 

Bus shelters also belong to the PC and we will remove 
anything placed on them. The "street furniture" 
around the ring road belongs to the District and 
County Councils, but we have permission to remove 
adverts placed on those too, or South Cambs will come 
and do it from time to time. The fence at the entrance 
to the village belongs to the PC and Leigh must be 
asked for permission to place anything there. As a 
general rule, the PC will allow the Féte Banner and 
recently we have given limited permission for the 
Community Market Banner. Other things which are 
national - such as Blood Donors required - may also be 
given permission. 

I hope that answers your questions Bill.

A year in the Library 

At the Friends AGM on 29 Septem- 
= ber the committee was appointed 

for another year, and we looked 
back on a successful twelve months. There was a 
significant increase in subscriptions, talks with 
visiting speakers were well supported, coffee morn- 
ings attracted new people as well as a lot of familiar 
ones, reading circles continued to flourish and 
villagers received help in tracing their ancestors. Our 
stall at the Community Market in summer was a new 
venture, and we had our first ever sell-out for a talk. 
The committee would like to thank all our supporters 
for their response to our aim to show that our Library 
is needed and valued in Bar Hill. 

What happens to our money? 

Two people have recently asked where our money 
goes. There is not a lot of it. The annual subscription 
is less than the average cost of tea and a bun for two 
in Cambridge. Admission to our events ranges from 
nothing to a peak of £3 for non-members to come to 
our talks. Some of our talks make a loss. 
Our income is carefully conserved, and over the years 
we have been able to pay for equipment and support 
some children’s events in the Library. Here are some 
figures:

Independent Busway public review 


An independent public review into the Busway project 
will be carried out following a catalogue of delays and 
broken promises by contractors BAM Nuttall — the 
latest potentially putting safety at risk. BAM Nuttall 
has been penalised almost £14,000 a day for late 
delivery of the project since February 2009 — a total in 
excess of £8 million so far. 

Cambridgeshire Libraries 
Cambridgeshire libraries are among the first in the 
country to work with other authorities to protect 
services and make savings. Plans are progressing to 
join with four other councils in the East to save up to 
£500,000 by sharing services. This is part of the 
Library Service Review. In-depth investigations into a 
range of options from forming a trust to using more 
volunteers are also to be carried out. The results will 
be reported back in January with final proposals about 
the future shape of library services. 

MULTI-MILLION POUND ACCESS ROAD TO 
HOSPITAL OPENS SOON 
A new £25 million road which will link major new 
developments and the internationally recognised 
Addenbrooke's Hospital directly to Trumpington/ 
M11, is duc to opcn on Wednesday, October 27. 


Other information 

Q: Why is the Immigration Centre closing so soon 
after the Home Office asked for an extension? 
A: The United Kingdom Border Agency indicated in 
the application documents that it had plans to vacate 
the site in summer 2011. However a three vear 
consent was granted in order to avoid the submission 
of a further application if the Agency’s planned 
closure was delayed. 

A14 Improvements 
Q: What is the maximum number of dwellings 
permitted at Northstowe if the Al4 improvements do 
not go ahead? 
A: Without the Al4 improvements going ahead it is 
likely that the Highways Agency would want to limit 
the amount of housing at Northstowe, unless the 
impacts of the development could be adequately 
mitigated. Officers are working through the implica- 
tions of the delay to the Al4 improvements in order to 
understand the exact number of dwellings that can be 
built at Northstowe, or what mitigation measures 
should be put in place if the improvements do not go 
ahead or are delayed further.
